In the midst of the excitement 
Prince Charles, who will be two 
years old on Nov. 14, appeared 
at one of the windows.

| From Whitehall, seat of the gov- 
‘ernment, the joyous news was 
sent to British possessions and 
commonwealth members around 
the world. 

The second child of the 24- 
year-old heiress-presumptive and 
her 29-year-old naval officer hus- 
band probably won’t be named of- 
ficially until the christening.

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BLAZING SHIP RUNS 


447 ABOARD SAFE 
3 BODIES FOUND 


\ Skipper Is Credited With 


Averting Disaster in 
Canada—Vessel Oper- 
ated by Same Firm 
Owning the Noronic. 


| TADOUSSAC, Que., Aug. 15 
.(UP)—Three bodies were found 
today in the flame-twisted wreck- 


jage of the luxury cruise ship Que- 


bec, which was destroyed by fire 
last night. It was believed at first 
that all 550 passengers and crew 
members 
moved safely. 

The bodies were tentatively 
identified by a Canadian Steam- 
ship Line representative as those 
of Mr, and Mrs, Norman Shapiro, 
of Mount Royal, a suburb of Mon- 


treal, and their son, Bernard. A 
second son, Leonard, was saved. 

The Quebec’s quick-thinking 
skipper was credited with avert- 
ing total disaster by racing his 
flaming ship five miles to a St. 
Lawrence’ river dock, where the 
rest of the passengers and crew- 
men scrambled to safety. Hun- 
dreds of American vacationists 
were among those who credited 
Capt. C. H. Burch of Montreal 
with saving them from fiery 
death aboard the 5000-ton wooden 
vacation ship. 

Buren avoided by minutes a 
disaster which might have dupli- 
cated the burning of another Can- 
ada Steamship Line vessel, the 
Noronic, at Toronto, last Sept. 17. 
The Noronic fire took the lives of 
119 passengers, most of them 
Americans, 

Breeze Fans Blaze. 


The skipper set his course 
straight for Tadoussac when a 
slight breeze began to fan a blaze 
which broke out on the B deck 
at dinner time. By the time he 
docked 30-foot flames were lick- 
ing the 22-year-old Quebec from 
the top deck to the water-line. 

A ship’s officer said there was 
“a little panic and a few cases of 
hysteria” as the 400 passengers 
rushed to the lower decks to go 
ashore, but no cone was injured 
seriously. A few passengers re- 
ported minor scratches. 

“The passengers were quickly 
disembarked and then the skipper 
ordered the 150 crewmen off,” 
the officer said. “As he watched 
the fire from the shore, the fire 
spread right through the lower 
decks where we had been stand- 
ing shortly before.” 

By midnight, when Tadoussac 
firefighters had brought the fire 
}under control, the vessel was 
'charred to the waterline. Three 
|upper decks had caved in around 
the two funnels which towered 
untouched over a mass of black- 
ened wood and twisted metal. The 
hulk remained upright. 


Passengers Taken to Hotel. 

The passengers were taken in 
busses and taxicabs to a hotel the 
ship company operates at nearby 
Murray Bay; Que. The company 
began an immediate on-the-spot 
investigation which was expected 
to be followed by a federal in- 
quiry. 

The fire, of undetermined ori- 
gin, broke out when the gleaming 
white Quebec was nearing the 
mouth of the Saguenay river 
about 130 miles northeast of Que- 
bec City. 

Passengers were placed on the 
forward part of the vessel away 
from the flames as the Quebec 
came into Tadoussac. On reaching 
the harbor here they were taken 
down in ladders. 

The ship sailed Sunday night 
from Montreal for Bagotville, 
some 40 miles up the Saguenay, 
a tributary of the St. Lawrence. 
Tadoussac is at the mouth of the 
Saguenay. 

Many of the passengers were 
crowded on the Quebec's deck, to 
view the picturesque Saguenay 
cliffs, when the fire ,was discov- 
ered. - 

Although the Quebec was 
equipped with a sprinkler system 
and a fireproof -bulkhead, the 
flames gutted the ship. 

Tadoussac’s fire department, as- 
sisted by volunteers, poured tons 
of water on a small wharf to 
prevent the flames from spreading 
to the shore.

PLAGED IN BURME

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)}— 
One of the five greatest earth- 
quakes ever recorded shook the 
earth today, the Unhited States 
Coast Guard and Geodetic Sufvey 


reported. It tentatively placed 
the location ip the northern tip 
of Burma near the China border. 

Capt. Elliott Roberts of the Sur- 
vey said the quake had a magni- 
tude of 8.4. He said this com- 
pares with 8.5 for the maximum 
so far recorded. 

Roberts said. it was premature 
to be too exact about the loca- 
tion, although he was reasonably 
sure that the Burma-China border 
was correct. He said there was 
no doubt but that it was a tre- 
mendous quake. 

“It was a humdinger, all right,” 
he said. 

(International News Service 
said that unconfirmed reports in 
Calcutta were that a severe quake 
had rocked eastern India today 
and caused heavy damage in Si- 
liguri.) 

Seismographs all over 
world had reported the quake. 

From Auckland, New Zealand, 
came a report that Rotura—cen- 
ter of the noted hot spring spas— 
was shaken by a severe quake at 
5:45 a.m., Eastern standard time. 

Father Daniel Lineham of the 
Boston College seismograph sta- 
tion in Weston, Mass., offered an 
estimate of the location as 5215 
miles from Boston—possibly in 
north or northeast Turkey or the 
Caspian Sea area. 

Dr. L. Don Left, head of the 
Harvard University station, haz- 
arded a guess that it originated 
8000 to 9000 miles distant, prob- 
ably in the East Indies. He said 
it probably was the biggest quake 
of the present generation. 

The quake record began at 

9:23.57, eastern standard time, at 
Harvard, and one second later at 
Weston. 
The Rev. Joseph Carroll, S.J., 
at Marquette University, Milwau- 
kee, believed the tremor was lo- 
cated in the Pacific, possibly in 
the vicinity of Japan. 

But the Central Meteorological 
Observatory tn Tokyo, which re- 
corded the severe shock at 9:16 
a.m., EST, believed it originated 
somewhere in the northern part 
of. the American continent. 

In Venezuela the National Ob- 
servatory recorded a moderate 
tremor “quite a distance from 
here.”

Today's earthquake was one of 
the most violent recorded on St. 
Louis University seismographs in 
40 years of operation, Dr. Ross 
Heinrich, associate professor of 
geophysics, said. 

“The quake was terrifically 
large, and as a result the record- 
ings were so scrambled it is im- 
possible to determine distance or 
direction,”. he said. “However, I 
would guess the distance to be at 
least 8000 miles.” 

Vibrations began at 9:25 a.m., 
reached maximum intensity about 
11 o'clock and subsided at 1:30, 
For a couple of hours the needle

NE THIRD of all the people in the world believe that the 
d the war in Korea, according to an un- 
official State Department estimate.

“On June 25, 1950, the Syng- 
man Rhee (South Korean) forces 
fired their shots of treason along 
the entire length of the thirty- 
eighth parallel,” said a typical 
North Korean broadcast of the 
Russian theme. “In view of the 
serious military situation the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic ordered 
the People’s armed forces and 
the Guard Corps of the Republic 
to ‘launch counter-offensives to 
mop them up.” , \ 

That is the Kremlin-concocted 
“line” that all the Communist or- 
gans of propaganda are spewing 
over the world in every language 
and dialect twenty-four hours a 
day. The United States is a na- 
tion of “savage imperialists” who 
inspired “aggression” in Korea 
and brought the North Koreans 
into “a war of righteousness” 
to “liberate” South Korea. All 
over the globe the Russian-con- 
trolled transmitters are hammer- 
ing this theme relentlessly, and 
with good effect. This is the “big 
jie” technique that Hitler ex- 
plained in “Mein Kampf’ would 
always succeed if endlessly re- 
peated. 

Spending By Both Sides. 

In Korea, the United States 
spent a half-billion dollars over 
a five-year period to help make 
South Korea a peaceful democ- 
racy. Only the Kremlin can say 
what Russia spent in North Korea 
to undermine the American effort. 
The Communist radio transmitter 
at Pyongyang is of 50,000-watt 
power. The South Korean trans- 
mitter is of 3000-watt power. In 
North Korea, the Communists 
have established hundreds of “in- 
formation” and “cultural” centers 
for propagandizing the Russian 
line. In South Korea, there are 
nine information centers. Russia 
has tra to Moscow for 
“education” thousands of North 
Korean students, sometimes 200 
at atime. The United States has 
brought here for education not 
- more than 20 South Koreans. The 
same disparity persists in other 
parts of Asia. 

In Russia itself, where a com- 
parative handful of Communists 
rule nearly 211,000,000 people, 
the American effort to tell the 
truth about the United States is 
heard only as a whisper. The 
United States and Britain togeth- 
er have only 70 transmitters in 
the world. Russia has 250 trans- 
mitters to throw its propaganda 
around the world. Russia broad- 
casts to the world 832 program 
hours a week. The United States 
192. Most of Russia’s broadcast- 
ing stations are operating 24 
hours a day. Only two American 
stations work around the clock. 
Russia’s propaganda product is 
kept fresh, seldom repeated. Our 
programs are re-run through the 
day. 

Jamming of U.S. Broadcasts. 


America’s story is told to the 
world through the State Depart- 
ment’s Voice of America. But 
Russian jamming techniques are 
so effective that only 15 per cent 
of our broadcasts get through to 
Russia. 

After years of pitting simple, 
straightforward truth against the 
vicious techniques of Bussian 
propagandists, Washington- has 
begun to understand that Russia’s 
“big lie’ has put the United 
States in peril. John Foster

anonymity. Others who are tack- 
ling the problem say that the 
Voice of America ought to stick 
to the truth but ought to tell it 
a tougher way; hurl it noisily, 
dramatically, bombastically. 


But beyond propaganda policy, 
there is need for strengthening 
“the Voice” in other ways. Voice 
of America is too weak to meet 
the Russian assault. It needs more 
transmitters and more power. 
Officials are becoming convinced 
that the United States and its 
partner in fighting Moscow propa- 
ganda, Britain, must ring Russia 
with broadcasting transmitters 
powerful enough to penetrate the 
Russian jamming. 


Six new super-powerful trans- 
mitters have been mmeénded 
for approval in the $89,000,000 
program now before Congress. 
These would be equipped with a 
new-type antenna and would be 
five times stronger than the trans- 
mitters now being used. 


Program for “The Voice.” 


Recommendations for reorient- 
ing the voice include these points: 

1. Voice of America should be 
taken out of the State Depart- 
ment and put directly under the 
President and over other branches 
of government. The thinking here 
is that it should give the world a 
better and more rounded account 
of the nation’s objectives, and that 
it should embrace the policies not 
only of the State Department but 
all departments of the NationaP 
Government. 
As it is now, “The Voice” gets 
its policy guidance each day from 
the State Department, which di- 
rects which news events of the 
day should be stressed in the 
broadcasts. 
2. There should be continuing 
and expert elandestine research 
within Russia and the satellites to 
report back the degree of success 
in getting through the curtain, 
and the effect of the American 
message on the Russian people. 
This is being done in western 
Europe and Scandinavia, but in- 
formation from inside Russia is 
dependent now on reports from 
diplomatic sources. Present an- 
alysis studies what Russia is put- 
ting out in propagand A 
reflection of what its rulers are 
thinking—but it does not reflect 
reaction on the Russian people to 
our own effort. - 

3. The American message should 
have many more language outlets 
than it has now. Today it is broad- 
casting in 24 languages, and will 
use Viet Namese later this month. 
Officials say that at least 23 more 
languages should be employed to 
get the message to the global aud- 
ience. Armenian, Latvian, Paki- 
stan, Hindi, Indonesian and He- 
brew are some of the languages 
not used now. “The Voice” is par- 
ticularly weak in the Near and 
Far East, where the United States 
has vital interests. It is currently 
broadcasting only 30 minutes a 
day in Arabic to the vast Moslem 
population. 

Analysis of Listening Habits. 


4. More experts are needed who 
can analyze audience composition, 
tastes and listening habits and 
prepare programs to suit them. 

5. Greater use should be made 
of broadcasting facilities that are 
available for rent abroad. An ex- 
ample would be the Luxembourg 
station in Western Europe. 

6. “The Voice” should better 
utilize exiled leaders from other 
countries. The national committee 
for free Europe’s “Radio Free 
Europe,” in Frankfurt, Germany, 
is doing this now, and “the Voice” 
could either utilize these same 
leaders or give direct support to 
“Radio Free Europe.” The im- 
portance of this is that “the 
Voice” tends to stress generalized 
concepts of democracy, free en- 
terprise, human rights, and the

If the Air Force 
prefers to concentrate on strate- 
gic bombing, perhaps ground 
s should have their own sup- 
porting air. (Note to Air Force: 
This is what is known as fair 
warning.) 
The Navy must have a flush- 
deck carrier to meet the prog- 
ress made in naval aviation.

The atomic fish are the particles which form all atoms.

Our counter-attack on the 
southern sector of the front, 
which began in the early morn- 
ing of Aug. 7, broke. up the 
enemy’s threat to Pusan along 
‘the south coast of Korea. This 
was the southern jaw of the pro- 
posed double envelopment, the 
other jaw being the drive to Po- 
hang which developed later, and 
which originally was intended, 
without doubt, to take us by sur- 
prise at a moment when we were 
bending every effort to beat back 
the Pusan thrust in the South. 

Thus the counter-attack by 
Task Force Dean has gained us 
a week’s time in which to bring 
in additional troops—as we are 
doing. During this week the 
enemy—having been compelled to 
give up his southern push—has 
shifted the two divisions which 
were to support the southern ad- 
vance from the southern sector 
to the central sector, to support 
his.:new penetration offensive on 
the Naktong river front. 

Division in Delaying Actions. 

He left the luckless Sixth Divi- 
sion to shift for itself, and this 
division has been largely broker’ 
up in a series of delaying actions, 
trying to hold. Task Force Dean 
back from Chinju and Sachon. It 
isn’t that these two towns are of 
such great importance to the 
enemy, but rather that when Task 
Force Dean has won them and 
mopped up its rear areas it will 
have greater freedom of action to 
press on the flank of the main 
enemy offensive farther north. 


Thus, the task of the enemy

The Department of Justice says that the bond 
of the 10 convicted men—one is already im- 
prisoned for contempt of Congress—should be 
taken up.

The stand of the District Attorney has the 

indorsement of no less an official than Attor- 
ney General McGrath. It was Mr. McGrath who 
came out for bail for the 11 defendants after 
their conviction when they were denied freedom 
on bond by Federal Judge Medina. Mr. Mc- 
‘Grath should be credited with having given 
this problem much thought and with having 
tried to make the wisest decision. 
_ Everyone in his senses recognizes the Com- 
munist threat to the Western world. Korea is 
the latest warning. Ever since the announce- 
ment of the Truman Doctrine it has been the 
policy of. the United States to oppose Com- 
munistic encroachments on -free peoples. 

At the same time we are threatened on the 
outside, we are seriously endangered from the 
inside. “The danger is that we will go so far in 
taking away basic rights and historic liberties 
that we will do to ourselves, in large part at 
least, what foreign dictators would do if they 
had the chance. 

The right of ‘bail is one of these basic rights. 
The Constitution goes so far as to say that bail 
shall not be “excessive.” The right of dissent 
is another such right. : 

If the Department of Justice knows that these 
10 defendants are now engaged in espionage, in 
feeding secret information to a foreign power,. 
if it knows that they have plans for sabotage, 
then it should say so. That would put this re- 
quest for denial of bail in an altogether dif- 
ferent light. 

The Chicago Daily Tribune has also been 
highly critical of the Truman Administration's 
course in Korea and the policies which have 
preceded it. Surely, no one in Washington 
would say that the Tribune’s right to criticize 
should be taken away. 

The Communist leaders have been convicted 
in District Court and that conviction has been 
upheld by the Court of Appeals, presided over 
by Judge Learned Hand, recognized for years 
as one of the greatest jurists of the English- 
speaking world. Undoubtedly the case will be 
presented to the United States Supreme Court 
this fall. What will happen there no one knows. 

lf these men—if any American citizens—are 
to be denied ‘bail while a case is pending, it 
should be for a better reason than thet they 
hold a view which opposes a national policy.

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Task for the Little Six? 


India’s proposal that the six non-permanent 
members of the Security Council be given the 
responsibility for an ultimate settlement of the 
Korean question has much to recommend it. 

India knows that United States and British 
opinion demands, as a first requisite to a Korean 
settlement, the yeturn of the North Koreans 
beyond the 38th parallel. According to Indian 
spokesmen at Lake Success, compliance with the 
U.N. cease-fire orders is accepted by India, too, 
as a necessary preliminary. 

Whether the North Koreans go back or have 
to be thrown back, it is not too early to be 
thinking of what happens when the pre-invasion 
situation has been restored. Are the United 
Nations forces going to pursue the invaders and 
destroy them? What kind of government ‘is 
going to be established to replace that which 
the Communists are trying to impose? 

However these questions are answered in the 
end, it is essential that the answer be framed 
by the United Nations and not exclusively by 
the United States. The great advantage of 
turning them over for study to the six non- 
permanent members of the Security Council— 
a Norway, Ecuador, Egypt, Yugoslavia and 

uha—is that this would demonstrate again that 
America’s sole interest in Korea is peace and 
respect for U.N. agreements. 

The six “little” powers would include none 
which has a colonial interest, past or present, 
in the Far East. None of them is committed to 
the reactionary regime of Syngman Rhee, who 
might. prove to be a barrier to an ultimate set- 
tlement: Perhaps the “little” powers could do 
a better job than anyone else of approaching 
the problem with impartiality and devotion to 
the welfare ef the Korean people.

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Unified Army, With Few Arms 


The principle of “balanced, collective forces” 
for the defense of Western Europe, which has 
been pushed by General Bradley and Secretary 
Acheson, was giyen a boost when the Council of 
Europe’s Consultative Assembly approved a reso- 
lution urging a unified West European. army. 

But passage of the resolution by that organi- 
zation means little in fact, for no government 
is required to abide by the Council of Europe’s 
decisions. And no matter how preferable a 
unified army might be to separate’ national 
forces, the fact remains that Western Europe 
now has only a handful of divisions with which 
to defend itself. 

The Communist invasion of South Korea has 
made it obvious that rearmament of the non- 
Communist world is essential.

As compared to the national increase 
in population, Kentucky lost consider- 
able ground in the 1950 census. Prelimi- 
nary figures just released by the Census 
‘Bureau estimate the number of men, 
women and children in the United States 
at 150,520,000. This is a 14.3 per cent 
gain over the 1940 population of 131,699,- 
000. Kentucky’s population, however, in- 
creased only 3 per cent during the decade. 

To have held her own—that is, to have 
matched the national rate of growth— 
Kentucky would have needed to increase 
her population by 406,925. This would 
have given her a ulation of 3,252,552. 
Instead it is 2,931,588, an increase of only 
85,961 over 1940. But for a 101,393 gain 
here in Jefferson county the state would 
have lost numerically as well as percent- 
agewise. As it is we fall short of normal 
growth by a full 10 per cent. 

This is a ch to Kentucky's public 
officials, business leaders, educators and 
everyone concerned for the state's future. 
The lagging population trend here can be 
traced to but one thing—lack of job op- 
napeernine Kentucky‘s resources need to 

more fully utilized for the good of all. 
This involves many things. . There is need 
for new industries, but there is also need 
for better opportunities and a better life 
for rural Kentucky since this is basically 
an, agricultural state 

Most Southern states trailed the nation 
in population, but even so most of her 
sister states outdistanced Kentucky. Out 
of:a 13-state area, including the Southwest, 
only three states fared worse. Each of 
these three showed an actual decline in 
population since 1940, as follows:, Okla- 
homa, 4.5 per cent; Arkansas, 2.5 cent, 
and Mississippi, 0.5 per cent. 
maintained its reputation for being un- 
typical among Southern states by register- 
ing a phenomenal population increase 
of 44.1 per cent. Other states in the 
group showed increases as follows: Vir- 

a, 21.3 per cent; Texas, 19.7; Louisiana, 
:12.9; North Carolina, 12.9: Tennessee, 12.5; 
‘South Carolina, 10.9; Georgia, 9.4, and 
Alabama, 4.2. : 


War Industry Sets Pattern 
To some degree, this varying trend 


, seems to follow the uneven pattern by 


which defense industries were distributed 
during the war years. For example, Texas, 
whose population increased 1,262,236 dur- 
ing the 10-year period, was revealed in 
1945 as having gotten a lion’s share of 
Defense Plant Corporation investments. 
Then having about one sixth of the South's 
population, the Lone Star State got nearly 
a third of some four billion dollars in- 
vested in defense plant expansion in the 


Florida - 


region. This gave it a per capita invest- 
ment of $103.37, as compared to an aver- 
age of $38.50 for the South as a whole. 


Louisiana, another state showing up 
comparatively well in the 1950 census, was 
a close second in defense plants with a 
per capita investment of $100.49. On the 
other hand, Kentucky ($63.33) and Arkan- 
sas ($51.19) fared better in defense awards 
than did some of the Southern states 
which outgained them in the 1950 census. 

It will be noted that Kentucky and two 
of the three states which lost in popula- 
tion are inland states, while all the states 
which exceeded or came close to the na- 
tional rate of increase are coastal states 
with the single exception of Tennessee. 
Why did Tennessee show up so much bet- 
ter than any of other inland states in her 


“ region? Our guess (backed by substantial 


factual evidence) is that industrial and 
agricultural development stimulated by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority had a lot 
to do with it. 


Effects of TVA 


While the T.V.A. program reaches into 
other states, Tennessee is its main base of 
operations. It is there that most of its 
low-cost power is produced and consumed. 
In a report to Congress last year T.V.A. 
cited statistics showing that the region 
ehad made vast strides in social, industrial 
and agricultural improvement. While this 
was going on, Kentucky was losing some 
of its human resources to war industries 
in other parts of the country. As Dr. 
Howard W. ‘Beers. of the University of 
oe pointed out in a study published 
n :, 


“The war introduced a notable 
change in the record of population 
growth in Kentucky. It resulted in a 
general decline of civilian population 
in all but three of the 120 counties 
‘between April, 1940, and November, 
1943. The average loss to the state 
was 10 per cent.” 
In terms of the national population, 
that 10 per cent loss has never n re-

it was learned*today. He was 81

Lewis, whose complex enter- 
prises cost investors here and in 
California an estimated $17,000,- 
000, died virtually without means, 
owning only his modest home and 
two small pieces of Califernia 
rental. property. Backers of his 
St. Louis schemes lost some 
$7,000,000, and about $10,000,000 
was lost in his California ventures. 
In 1903, Lewis went to the va- 
cant land west of the St. Louis 
city limits and built the octagonal 
building, now University City’s 
city hall, as the home of the Wom- 
an’s Magazine, one of his publica- 
tions. At the same time he erect- 
ed the stone pillars surmounted 
by sculptured lions, which flank 
Delmar boulevard nearby. 


Mail Fraud Conviction. 


He faced three charges of mail 
fraud in St. Louis, but won dis- 
missal or jury disagreement in 
each case. At the time many per- 
sons gave credence to Lewis's 
complaint of official persecution, 
and agreed with the view of a 
well-known St. Louisan that the 
promoter was not a purposeful 
swindler, but was possessed of 
“an Oriental imagination.” 

In southern California, in. the 
1920s, he pyramided one specu- 
lative concern on another. He 
purchased a 23,000-acre ranch 
midway between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco with a down pay- 
ment of $500, which he borrowed, 
and founded the town of Atasca- 
dero. In the florid tradition of 
the California real estate booms, 
he also promoted the 16,000-acre 
Palos Verdes tract as the “acrop- 
olis of the Caucasian race.” 
Bankruptcy and mail fraud 
prosecution followed, and Lewis 
was sentenced in United States 
District Court in Los Angeles to 
a five-year term in the McNeil 
Island federal prisan, Washing- 
ton. He was paroled in 1931, with 
the requirement that he abstain 
from further promotional activi-

Coming to St. Louis, he unloaded 
this line on a wholesale drug 
house and engaged successively 
in marketing medicinal salts, in 
candy making, foot and tooth 
powder, selling and distributing. 
watches and jewelry under a 
scheme which skirted closely on 
lottery methods. — 

He later started the Winner 
Magazine, which he enlarged in 
1901 into the Woman’s Magazine. 
The latter publication claimed a 
circulation of 1,500,000, all outside 
of the St. Louis postal zone, as 
local postal rates were prohib- 
itive. 

During the World’s Fair his 
magazine building was visited by 
thousands. A tent city, known as 
Camp Lewis, housed Fair visitors 
and horse-drawn busses took the 
campers to the fair, and took 
fair visitors to his octagonal 
structure. 

Banking Venture. 

Early in 1904, Lewis began ad- 
vertising in his magazine his plans 
for a mail bank, which was later 
organized and incorporated. The 
promoter got into trouble with 
postal authorities over its opera- 
tion, and the venture ended in re- 
ceivership. 

Lewis successfully sought incor- 
poration of University City in 
1906. He said its population three 
years before consisted of two per- 
sons, Mrs. L2wis and himself. The 
1910 federal census showed the 
city had grown to 2417 persons. 
The 1950 unofficial figure is 38,- 
836. 

The promoter acquired control- 
ling interest in the St. Louis Star 
in 1908. Two years later, after 
he failed to keep up payments on 
the purchase price, the news- 
paper reverted to the control of 
Nathan Frank. In 1911 a general 
receivership enveloped all of the 
Lewis enterprises, and two years 
later he went to California. 

Surviving are two brothers, 
George Barton Lewis of Burbank, 
Calif., and John William Lewis of 
Santa Monica, Calif. The funeral 
was held Saturday at Atascadero.

Radar: How Much Defense? 


ERE is a problem in mathematics that has high-ranking officials

answered is: How can America 
be made secure from attack? A 
lot has been heard about the 
radar fence or warning system 
now under construction around 
our continental borders and 
Alaska. 


The word fence gives a false 
impression. For the troubled 
mathematicians figure it as fol- 
lows. After the radar warning 
system is completed, it should 
sound an alarm when any group 
of unidentified planes is about 100 
miles distant. 

Let’s assume that those planes 
are traveling at 400 miles an hour. 
If the warning sounds when they 
are 100 miles out, this means that 
American defenders have a 15- 
minute margin. In that 15 min- 
utes the crews must get into the 
fighter interceptor planes, the 
motors must be started and 
warmed up and the fighter inter- 
ceptors must get up to the alti- 
tude where the bombs will come 
in, which is from 25,000 to 30,000 
feet. 


Planes Would Get Through. 


It doesn’t take any expert on 
air defenses to see what this 
means. A certain number of the 
planes would be shot down. But 
others would get through and 
they could be expected to drop 
their atomic bombs on cities and 
industrial targets. It’s a fairly 
good guess that one out of six 
hostile planes might be shot down 
or one out of four, depending on 
a great many factors. 

In World War II the Germans 
had a remarkably efficient radar 
warning system. It could, in 
many instances, pick up Amer- 
ican bombers as they left their 
bases in England. The Germans 
also had excellent fighter inter- 
ceptors. Yet a large number of 
bombers got through and with 
plain old-fashioned bombs de- 
stroyed large areas of Germany’s 
chief cities. 

So that is how the present de-

A Solution in Rockets. 


Then you come to another 
stage of this problem. The ques- 
tion: Is there any complete de- 
fense that is either possible today 
or theoretically possible in the 
future?

Theo- 
retically. That is to say, just as 
atomic fission and the atomic 
tee? theoretically possible 
in 


The near perfect defense that 
is scientifically possible is in the 
discharge, on electronic signal, of 
rockets on the ground capable of 
going to any height and seeking 
out the target at that height. 
Such rockets fired from installa- 
tions ringed around cities and 
vital industrial targets would be 
a protection. 


Experiments toward the devel- 
opment of that kind of rocket are 
going forward. But they are go- 
ing forward piecemeal with bits 
of experimentation farmed out to 
Army, Navy and Air Force. With 
the comparatively small sums of 
money available, a _ perfected 
rocket can be expected in X num- 
ber of years: X being three, four, 
five, depending on whether the 
experimenters run into new ob- 
stacles. 


To Telescope Time. 


There is one way that the time 
can be telescoped. It is by the 
same approach that was used to 
move atomic fission from the 
theoretical and experimental 
stage to the practical and pro- 
duction stage in two and a half 
years. 

That was a problem at least as 
difficult; many scientists thought 
it could never be solved. Yet 
through the Manhattan project 
empowered to use _ unlimited 
money and resources the answer 
was arrived at. 


So we come to a final question 
in this interesting problem: if a 
theoretical solution is possible, 
why has not another Manhattan 
project been launched to achieve 
it on the practical and production 
side? 

The unknown X in the problem 
is the element of time. Those 
who are thinking most deeply on 
this problem will only say that 
there may still be enough time.

HE rest of this space could

ly in 56 consecutive champion- 
ship games. 

But that would make dull 
writing and duller reading and 
it’s an old story, anywav. The 
little things which a fellow re- 
members furnish a clearer ‘idea 
of what he has meant to the 
Yankees than the record books 
ever could. A fellow remem- 
bers, for instance, a remark Bill 
Terry made 14 years ago. 

The Yanks had run second 
three times in a row before Di- 
Maggio joined them, but in 
1936 they won the pennant by 
19% games. The rookie hit 
323 that season and batted in 
125 runs. In the World Series 
with the Giants he batted .346 
and in the sixth and deciding 
game he made an unbelievable 
catch, racing back past the 
Eddie Grant monument ‘in the 
Polo Grounds to the foot of the 
clubhouse stairs to grab a fly 
by Hank Leiber. 


It was the last putout of the 
series. Joe kept on running as 
he caught the ball, mounted a 
step or so up the clubhouse 
stairs, then remembered and 
stood at attention until Presi- 
dent Roosevelt left the park. As 
his car rolled through the cen- 
ter field gate, the President 
lifted a hand in salute to the 
ball player there on the steps.

He is still, after 
all these years, a shy and Icnely 
guy. They have been saying 
lately that he wasn’t taking his 
decline gracefully. There have 
been pieces written criticizing 
him, and pieces defending him. 
He needs no defense and 
there'll be nothing like that 
here. Just one last item: 


He came downtown the other 
evening, after a game when he’d 
got no hits and the Yankees 
lost, to cut a record for his 
weekly radio show. The program 
began with Joe answering ques- 
tions mailed in by fans, and 
one of the questions concerned 
the popular practice of switch- 
ing right handed and left 
handed hitters against left 
handed and right handed pitch- 
ing. How did the guy who was 
taken out of the batting order 
feel about that? 

“As far as his feelings are 
concerned,” Jce said without 
hesitation, “it doesn’t matter. 
His job is to help the club win.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department an- 
nounced last night that the na- 
tional production of goods and 
services rose to an annual rate of 
nearly 270 billion dollars in the 
second quarter of 1950, the high- 
est quarter on record. 


The previous high was 267 bil- 
lion in the last quarter of 1948. 

The 270-billion mark represent- 
ed a sharp climb from the annual 
rate of 250 billion in the last 
quarter of 1949 and 263 billion in 
the first quarter of this year. 


Leon Keyserling, chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, said last week 
that the country can and should 
boost the figure of 350 billion by 
1955. 

Consumer Spending Up. 

National production of goods 
and services, which the Commerce 
Department calls “gross national 
roduct,” is made. up of things 
like these: 

Personal spending for consump- 
tion. This rose two billion dol- 
lars, at the annual rate, between 
the first and second quarters of 
the year. The department said 
this rise was accompanied by 
price increases and reflected little 
change in physical volume. Spend- 
ing for clothing, food and auto- 
mobiles continued to rise. Furni- 
ture and household equipment 
slackened somewhat. 

Private investments. These in- 
creased more than five billion, 
with spending for new construc- 
tion rising one billion. Business 
purchases of equipment and busi- 
ness inventories rose two billion 
each. 

Government spending for goods 
and services. This stayed the 
same as the first quarter. 

Few Days of War. 

National production in the sec- 
ond quarter did not reflect any 
effect from the Korean conflict, 
which began on June 25, only a 
few days before the end of the 
period. 

The department said that per- 
sonal income—the income _ re- 
ceipts of persons from all sources 
—declined from an annual rate 
of 216.4 billion in the first quar- 
ter of 1950 to 214.7 in the second. 
This decrease was attributed to 
the concentration of the bulk of 
the national service life insurance 
dividend payments to veterans in 
the first quarter. Personal in- 
come exclusive of these special 
payments rose from 208 billion to 
913 bililon, computed at the an- 
nual rate. 


WESTINGHOUSE TV PRICES UP 


SUNBURY, Pa., Aug. 15 (AP)— 
The Westinghouse corporation's 
television and radio division will 
charge more for some 1951 model 
television sets and radios. 

The company, citing sharp rises 
in production costs, said eight TV 
models will cost $10 to $30 more 
and five radio models $1 to $30 
more. Prices for TV models with 
12% and 12 inch tubes will be 
unchanged as will be 10 radio 


models.

‘house. The lantern is the heat 
that makes the H-bomb. The 
“inner light” is a mysterious 
force, a binding energy which 
seems to be the most powerful 
thing in the universe. This force 
exists only inside atomic nuclei. 

Fusion requires protons to en- 
ter the atomic nucleus. This is 
difficult because protons all carry 
similar electrical charges. They 
repel each other. Two as close 
as they must be inside an atom 
repel each other with a force of 
about 40 pounds. 

So it is evident that a proton 
has to be traveling at terrific 
speed to pass through this resist- 
ance. That is why fusion won't 
start until the temperature is a 
million or more degrees. The 
heat gives the protons the speed 
needed to enter nuclei. 

Hundred Million Degrees. 

To start the fusion it is only 
necessary to pack the heavy forms 
of hydrogen around an A-bomb, 
whose initial temperatures reach 
a hundred million degrees. 

The next step is a great puzzle. 
How to keep the hydrogen atoms 
from being blown apart by the 
A-bomb before they have time to 
fuse. To do this they must be 
packed inside some sort of case. 
There is nothing in creation that 
will not instantly vaporize in 
atom bomb heat. 

The problem is like trying to 
make a gun with a trigger and 
powder, but no barrel. The A- 
bomb is the trigger. The hydro- 
gen is the powder. There just 
isn’t any barrel. 

The solution may lie in delaying 
the melting of the bomb case for 
even a few billionths of a second, 
an interval that may permit the 
fast-acting forms of heavy hydro- 
gen, deuterium and tritium, to 
fuse into helium. 

Only the lightest-weight ele- 
ments can be used for fusion. 
Even in the sun no process is 
known for fusing anything except

Let us face honestly the fact 
that the drawing of the thirty- 
eighth parallel and dividing ‘North 
from South Korea made it im- 

ible for any government to 
entirely satisfactory to the 
citizens of South Korea. 

For economic prosperity both 
parts of the’ country need each 
other—the industrial north needs 
the agricultural south and vice 
versa. Therefore, when a sepa- 
rate government was set up in 
South orean it was almost inevi- 
table that it should somewhat 
unsatisfactory, since its economic 
problems were enormous, ‘ and 
could not be solved except 
through outside aid which had to 
be oe _ ye States. 


IT 1S POSSIBLE, of course, 
that the people of South Korea 
do not understand too well what 
the difficulties of Syngman Rhee’s 
government have been. I begin 
to think that a great deal of the 
apparent discontent which has 
been expressed, is not real dis- 
content but Communist propa- 
ganda cleverly planted in places 
where it will do the most harm, 
and so endeavoring to prove that 


the United States is backing a 
reactionary government which the 
people are now wholeheartedly 
behind. 

A number of accounts, however, 
which I have read seem to refute 
this propaganda, and one begins 
to wonder whether the South Ko- 
reans are not just suffering from 
lack of modern arms and war 
equipment. 

Accounts are beginning to leak 
out which tell of units that have 
fought with extreme bravery and 
tenacity; one also finds people of

Trip to Great

TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 15. 


N the far northern reaches of 

Quebec, a scientific expedi- 

tion has discovered what may 
be the world’s biggest meteorite 
crater. It is a mammoth upheaval 
in the granite barren lands and 
four to five times the size of El 
Diablo in Arizona, the largest 
known previously. 


A cautious scientist, Dr. V. Ben 
Meen, director of the Royal On- 
tario Museum of Geology and 
Mineralogy, made the discovery. 
He says it is the eighth scientific 
wonder of the world. 


He estimates that 3000 to 5000 
years ago the greatest meteorite 
ever known to have struck the 
earth, burned and exploded its 
way into a vast plain of solid 
granite in Quebec’s Ungava Terri- 
tory. It churned up 10 billion tons 
of solid rock, or perhaps far more. 


It struck with an explosive force 
far greater than can be developed 
by today’s atom scientists. Had the 
meteorite hit New York as it is 
today, it would have obliterated 
Manhattan Island and the sur- 
rounding burroughs, and elim- 
inated life within a radius of 100 
miles. Had it struck London, that 
city would have been torn from 
the face of the earth. 


I flew inside the crater with 
Dr. Meen several days ago in an 


amphibious plane provided by The 


Toronto Globe and Mail, which 
helped to organize the expedition. 
In its heart was a frozen lake. 
On the slopes’ of the giant cone 
were smaller lakes which, Dr. 
Meen believéd after closer ex- 
amination, were also caused by 
the cataclysm of the meteorite. 


From the air could be seen vast 
rings spreading from the crater 
rim in a series of waves, far into 
the plain beyond. They appeared 
to have spread from where the 
steeply diving meteorite buried it- 
self. They could have been ripples 
or waves from underground, com- 
pressing the granite bedrock and 
forcing it to spread out. 


x *« *® 


UR plane landed on a natural 

lake two and one-half miles 

from the rim. While the pilot 
worried about the sudden, danger- 
ous weather shifts of the north- 
ern land, Dr. Meen and others 
set up a camp. They studied the 
great crater for four days. 

They found the rim of the cone 
measures seven and one-half 
miles; from lip to lip it is two 
miles. (El Diablo measures only 
about one-half mile from cone 
crest to opposite side). The high- 
est point of the crater is 550 feet 
above the surrounding plain. 


The. frozen lake is as yet un- 
explored. Within a year a new ex- 
pedition will explore the crater 
and report its findings to the 
Canadian Government. 


After the four days of exhaus- 
tive study, Dr. Meen reported: 
“This would appear of such 
scientific interest that it can be 
described as the elghth wonder 


‘of the world. 


“I am convinced by my tenta- 
tive survey that the crater is of 
meteoritic orgin, though very ex- 
tensive investigation must follow 
before this can be proven. 

“My opinion is based on the 
complete lack of any evidence of 
lava, volcanic ash or dust, or 
other volcanic activity, and the 
distortion of the granite which 
indicates that an obliquely driv- 


ing missile caused the granite’s 
upheaval.” 


Dr. Meen is considered an ex- 
pert in his field, Besides being 
museum director, he is an assis- 
tant professor of geology at the 
University of Toronto. He did 
postgraduate study into volcanic 
and meteoritic action at the 
University of Minnesota and the 
Museum of Natural History, 
Washington. 


The exact location of the crater 
is 297 air miles northwest of Fort 


. Chimo on the Koksoak river, in 


the Northern Ungava area. It is 
almost midway between the coasts 
of Ungava Bay and Hudson Bay, 
about 50 to 60 miles from the 
coast of Hudson Strait. The area 
is relatively unexplored, although 
geodetic survey parties have tra- 
versed it. Their reports, contain 
no reference to the crater, so 
far as is known. 


It was the curiosity of a Ca- 
nadian prospector named Fred 
W. Chubb that led to the dis- 
covery. He was studying aerial 
photographs taken by the RCAF. 
On one, taken from 20,000 feet, 
he noticed a nearly round lake 
apparently nestled in a crater. 


Chubb knew that at least 80 
diamonds have been found in an 
arc running from Minnesota to 
the New England States and in 
Ontario and Quebec. He knew 
diamonds come from volcanoes. 
He plotted on a map the spots 
where diamonds have been found. 
drew lines to the mysterious 
lake and noted that all the finds 
fanned out from the crater. 

Chubb took the photo to his 
brother, Philip Chubb, ‘a consult- 
ing geologist, who in turn took it 
to Dr. Meen. The latter agreed 
that the lake appeared to rest in 
a crater, which he suggested 
might be of meteoritic rather 
than volcanic origin. He was just 
as anxious as Chubb to organize 
an expedition. 


Lacking finds for a 3500-mile 
trip, he accepted the offer of an 
amphibious plane from The Tor- 
onto Globe and Mail and other 
funds contributed by University 
of Toronto Alumni. 


It was noon and the tempera- 
ture was 70 degrees when our 
plane set down on the lake near 
the crater. We had dipped into 
the crater several times. Now, 
from the shoreline, we stared at 
its squat, sullen, gaping beauty. 


In that silent land we believed, 
with explorer’s hearts, that we 
were the first white men—or men 
of any description—ever to set 
foot there. A tin can told us 
differently. 


Engineer Andy Gabura saw it 
lying on the sandy beach almost 
as soon as we splashed ashore 
from the amphibian. He picked 
it up and hurled it away in anger. 
Later, when we wanted to exam- 
ine it, we could not find it. 


But someone had been there 
before us, had set down at our 
lake and had probably flown over 
the unnatural crater without 
thought of one of the world’s 
great unknown discoveries just 
below. The airplane is the only 
means of travel in that tough 
country. 

Dr. Meen and Fred Chubb 
started at once on their first as- 
cent of the cone’s slope. 

Within two minutes they were 
out of sight, lost in the jungle of 
boulders that had been spewed 
out. Occasionally they would re- 
appear, visible through field 
glasses as they climbed over 
hunks of granite. 

Finally they appeared like flies 
on.a huge snowbank that filled a

Expedition Visits Site by Plane -~ Scientist Believes 
It Was Formed by Biggest Known Meteorite, Powerful

defile right at the crest of the 
rim. Then they disappeared. 


Seven hours later they were 
back in camp, puzzled but wide- 
eyed with interest. 


Dr. Meen reported he had seen 
nothing that appeared to be ac- 
tually of meteoritic origin. Yet he 
had found no trace of volcanism. 


He had taken some measure- 
ments: The crest nearest the 
camp rose 305 feet above the 
surface of the lake on which 
the plane landed. The surface 
of lake inside the crater was 80 
feet above our lake. Ice on the 
crater leke was three feet thick. 
The lake itself was two miles 
across. 


The concentric rings of granite 
outside the crater were like rip- 
ples from a stone dropped in a 
pond. The scientist found they 
rose as high as 100 feet, were up 
to thousands of yards in length 
and seemed to have a uniform 
relationship to each other. 
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N that land of daylight the sun 

rose at 3 a.m. The second as- 

cent, this time by the whole 
party, began soon after. 


Literally millions of granite 
chunks were strewn on the slopes, 
some like footballs, some as big as 
freight cars. 

They lay where they had been 
thrown; no glacial action had 
moved them or ground them into 
dust. This indicated post-glacial 
birth of the crater. But its origin, 
volcanic or meteoric, was still un- 
determined by us. 

We clambered between the 
granite hunks hunting for volcanic 
lava, ash, dust or so-called bombs 
—the rock blasted heavenward 
by a volcano when it erupts. At 
that time and in the days that fol- 
lowed none was found. 


The party crested the top of the 
rim. Giant boulders were poised 
delicately on the edge. Dr. Meen 
pointed out that many could be 
fitted together; they were appar- 
ently all chunks of an original 
native bedrock. 


Some had fissures that could 
just be seen. Others had fissures 
wide enough to walk into. But 
time after time it could be seen 
that they were parts of the whole, 
smashed apart by some power. 


To the northwest the crest 
dipped gently to its lowest point. 
To the south and north it rose 
steadily, with occasional gulches 
or defiles in its outer sides. To the 
southeast it rose to its highest 
point, later measured at about 550 
Teet above the lake where our 
plane landed. At that point were 
two peaks, with a clearly defined 
shallow depression between them. 

The age of the crater was set 
by Dr. Meen as prior to Eskimo 
or Indian legend-built history. 
Native lore makes no reference 
to a great fire or explosion which 
either volcanic or meteoric action 
would provide. 

But the rocks showed that it 
was formed after the recession of 
glaciers which once covered this 
part of Canada. Those two clues 
helped Dr. Meen establish its aze. 
_ On succecding days the smaller 
lakes were examined. They 
seemed to be the craters of small- 
er meteorites. They lay close to 
the main crater, some of them 
partially up its slopes. These 
could have been caused by frag- 
ments of a major missile—some 
falling short of the niain crater, 
some overshooting it.

stadium,” he said. “Our views 
were restricted to a small sphere. 
To learn what the stadium really 
is like we would need a lot of 
ants who could stay for a long 
time.

But some reach the earth, with 
effects that depend upon their 
content—iron and nickel, iron 
and rock or mostly rock. 

The El Diablo exploded in Ari- 
zona with enormous force, hurl- 
ing its bits many miles. 

And some missile appears to 
have again met the earth in Un- 
gava. The only such _ missile 


known to science is a meteorite,

IT WAS no more than 7:30, 
but the breakfast room was 
crowded. People were gath- 
ered about a long table helping 
themselves buffet style to food. 
I hungrily fell in line, but after 
walking around the table I just 
as hungrily fell out of line. 

Mind you, the table groaned 
with food, lovely food, but not 
with the kind of food I ever 
heard of being eaten for break- 
fast. The first thing my eyes 
lighted on was a great big bowl 
of lobster salad. When my 
eyes got back to normal I let 
them roam over the table and 
here are some of the things I 
saw: 

Potato salad, vegetable salad, 
cucumber and tomato salad, 
sardines, six or seven kinds of 
herring, anchovies, radishes, 
sliced pork, smoked salmon, 


gooseliver pate, salami, deviled 
eggs, shrimp salad, smoked 
eel, several kinds of sliced 
cheese, plain and smoked ham, 
chicken in aspic, rye and white 
bread.

THINKING THAT I had 
blundered into a t sup- 
per party that was going 
on, I found myself a waiter and 
asked him where I could get 
some breakfast. 

He assured me that I was in 
the right place—that what was 


on the table was for breakfast. 


“We like big breakfasts in 
Norway,” he said, smilingly. 
“If you prefer an American 
breakfast I'll be glad to get you 
bacon and eggs, but why don’t 
you try one of our fine break- 
fasts?” 

I thought about it, but de- 
cided against it and had myself 
the sort of breakfast I’ve been 
used to all my life. I figured 
that the lobster salad, et cetera, 
good as it looked, would be 
sure to give me a daymare, if 
there’s such a thing, along 
about noon. 

x * 
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NOT ONLY DO the Norwe- 
gians eat queer breakfasts by 
American standards, but they 
have the darnedest eating hours 
of any people I have run across 
lately. 

Once they have tucked away 
the big breakfast they usually 
don’t eat anything except a 
sandwich until 4:30 or 5, when 
they have their dinner. Stores 
close at 4, and from then on 
the eating places are jam- 
packed, 

If a visitor goes for dinner at 
7 or 8 he finds dinner over and 
the supper, which the Norwe- 
gians eat anywhere from 9 on, 
not yet ready. 

This schedule has thrown a 
monkey wrench into my eating 
habits. (There was a time yes- 


| 


terday when, if I could: have 
had the money wrench well 
done, I would have eaten it.) 
It takes time to get used to 
eating your dinner at 4 in aft- 
ernoon, when the sun is a good 
six hours away from setting. 
Somehow that doesn’t seem the 
right time to sit down and start 
eating soup, fish, steak and po- 
tatoes. Yet if a man doesn’t 
eat at that time, the light sup- 
per dishes later on serve only 
as tantalizers.
